JoURNAL since October, 1929. obtain the best 
results, there must whole-hearted pupil participation, 
sympathetic, understanding teacher, and serious effort 
arrive definite conclusion. 


Scripture Texts Applied 
The Scripture texts this and other lessons the 
Commandments may written the blackboard 
placed the hands the pupils for frequent use during 
the discussion. Whenever text applies answer 
any question coming during the discussion, the pupil 
should encouraged use the text preference his 
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own words. further helpful activity for older pupils 
would find the source given text and then tell 
the class the story selection from which part. 


Supplementary Work Recommended 


The work the Commandments should widely sup- 
plemented material every variety. Pupils can in- 
terested bringing pictures, magazine articles, poems, 
quotations, and stories that have close bearing the 
topic being studied, and placing them the bulletin 
board the classroom, another convenient place. 
poem, story, play, frequently serves interest- 
ing approach the day’s lesson. the case the Third 
and Fourth Commandments, posters and slogans urging 
the frequent reception the sacraments would make 
excellent project.

The Guidance Adolescents: 


Vocational Guidance 
Kilian Hennrich, O.M.Cap. 


Editor’s Note. Father Kilian states with good common sense the field and 
opportunity of vocational guidance. He points out the desirability for 
parochial schools using available public or other facilities. If an agency 
is to be developed within the parochial-school system, it should be dio- 
cesan character and attached the office the diocesan superintendent 
of schools. Vocational guidance is in danger of becoming a kind of ‘‘Edu- 
cational Calvinism’’ unless it avoids such pitfalls as Father Kilian points 
out. 


NYONE who has been engaged with young people 
for any length time will easily distinguish four 
classes aspirants for vocational life. Some 
not know what they want become, others have gen- 
eral idea what they would like be, others again have 
made definite selection but lack the knowledge how 
enter the chosen field, and finally, there are some who 
have accepted certain job position but are dissatisfied 
with the work see future ahead. Such boys and girls 
come parents, teachers, priests, and club leaders for 
advice and aid. What can done for them? Vocational 
guidance and education can extended them. can 
help them find and reach that vocation for which they 
are best suited and where the most hope exists making 
profitable living every respect. doubt, would 
keep number out wrong places, but not all. 


Causes Adjustment 


The promoters vocational guidance sometimes claim 
too much, especially present when the discipline 


vocational guidance still more less its formative 
stages. The reason why many are seemingly out 
place the career which they have adopted not always 
because they failed make the right start. fact, 
comparatively few cases can this considered the true 
cause. There are other causes which vocational guidance 
cannot remove, much less eliminate. During the past 
years many things have changed professional, indus- 
trial, and commercial life. Some careers have practically 
ceased importance. Careers that never existed 
before are now adopted many. Methods have been 
tremendously improved; one product superseded 
another; even many means production and transporta- 
tion have undergone transformation. Anyone trained 
years ago for seemingly profitable career may find 
himself difficulties just time when his earning 
capacity should greatest. Furthermore, the changes 
some occupations themselves must not forgotten. 
Changes occur localities. One factory closed and one 
making different products opened. Families owning 
their homes are not always willing change their resi- 
dence move from town country vice versa. Un- 
der such circumstances, necessity compels many accept 
the work that available without much regard the 
training they may have received the dislike they may 
entertain. All these things must kept mind, because 
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there are signs stability most careers and what 
could not have been foreseen years ago, cannot 
foreseen for the next years more come. Much 
must left adjust itself when the necessity arrives. 
conclude from this that vocational guidance not 
desirable nor profitable going too far. can profit- 
able and therefore desirable, provided takes broad 
outlook life, does not become too specific and does not 
presuppose that man born for certain career and 
out place every other. spiritual life all have 
but one end and standard means although many ways 
reach our end. social life different. Hence, vo- 
cational guidance should lead into field rather than 
specific job kind work. The danger lies over- 
specialization. Versatility rather than restriction should 
attempted. The more places person can fill, the better 
chances there are for employment and promotions. 


Factors Guidance 

Keeping this mind, may answer the question: 
“What does vocational guidance the young imply?” 
implies, first all, consideration the child. The 
child’s physical and mental capacities, and his family re- 
lations and environment (social status) must consid- 
ered all their aspects. Poor health, malformation, and 
other defects may potent factors making the right 
choice. are special talents, the financial conditions, 
and business relations the parents. Although the ob- 
stacle poverty may sometimes overcome scholar- 
ships and stipends, does not seem advisable 
demand too great sacrifices from the rest the family for 
vocation that demands long and expensive education 
training. Divine Providence had intended such 
vocation, God would certainly have provided the means 
also. 

Secondly, vocational guidance requires good knowl- 
edge the field careers. this meant knowledge 
(a) the different classes vocations; their oppor- 
tunities and requirements; (c) neighborhood conditions, 
favorable unfavorable employment, and (d) the 
means reach the goal. 

Hence the content vocational guidance might out- 
lined follows: 

The teaching general notion the groups 
careers found the census reports which religious 
and sacerdotal vocations should added, together with 
their principal requirements. 

The inculcation, preservation, and development 
such physical and psychical qualities that spell success 
every vocation. 

The pointing out the educational and vocational 
opportunities offered the neighborhood. 

The evaluation the more important apprentice 
systems, child-labor laws, placement, widow’s pension, 
and such things may have bearing the selection 
and the entering career its preparation. 

That vocational guidance should based religious 
principles and not separated from religion nor man’s 
final end, evident. 

The exercise vocational guidance, however, requires 
much more. Besides physical examination, includes 
vocational training, placement, and, perhaps, several 
years supervision and coaching. The keeping records 
necessity, since case records are still the most affluent 
sources particular information. 
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Organization Guidance 


Much has been written about the organization voca- 
tional guidance. There tendency keep vocational 
guidance within the junior and regular high school, but 
separate from the work the regular teaching staff. 
This requires increase personnel and added expense, 
and brings with the danger the loss unity the 
educational process. doubt, there are several things 
practically everything that implies teaching that may 
done teachers the seventh grade and upward. 
Other features like those which require research, the study 
local conditions, placement, etc., could not well in- 
trusted teachers unless they have had special train- 
ing, are more less permanently attached certain 
locality, and are sufficiently touch with the world and 
its problems and needs. But these things might 
very well possible enlist the services existing vo- 
cational-guidance clinic whether privately conducted 
under public diocesan auspices. Such 
would relieve teachers job they could not handle per- 
sonally because goes beyond their scope. Generally 
speaking, unless vocational-guidance department or- 
ganized the institution, teachers should not neglect vo- 
cational guidance entirely since they may excellent 
work following good textbook and using one the 
splendid workbooks now available. Pending the evolution 
more perfect methods, was wise that the Vocational 
Guidance Conference voted submerge its identity, for 
the time being, with the Department Secondary Educa- 
tion the N.C.E.A.

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Lecture Demonstration versus Laboratory 


Method for Sciences

Editor’s Note. This paper is significant for several reasons. One of these 
is the fact that the experience in other kinds of schools is made available 
for constructive purposes for the Catholic schools. The paper, too, deals 
with an important aspect of high-school work, and indicates a procedure 
that will be helpful both educationally and financially. 


agencies have for long time been allowed 

practically unchallenged.* Recently, however, 
there has been healthy reaction, and many them have 
been called question. Chancellor Capen’s address the 
North Central Meeting last year, and President Jessup’s 
this year have raised the war cries this new crusade 
against overstandardization. Dr. Capen challenges the 
very existence regional associations. “If tomorrow 
morning,” says, “every accrediting committee the 
country should adjourn sine die and every accrediting list 
should destroyed, believe American education would

The subject this discussion Lecture-Demonstra- 
tion versus Laboratory Method Teaching the Sciences 
High School indication that the makers this 
program have joined the skeptics. Skepticism this con- 
nection seems warranted the general suspicion that 
laboratory method fails give adequate returns for the 
time and money invested. Furthermore, numerous investi- 
gations have been made which appear substantiate this 
suspicion. Before analyzing these, let get clear idea 
what mean lecture-demonstration and what 
laboratory method, and what bases they may 
compared. 

lecture-demonstration mean the performance 
experiments the instructor without any manipulation 
materials apparatus the pupils. laboratory 
method mean procedure wherein the pupils perform 
experiments individually groups. There are indeed 
many bases upon which comparison between the two 
methods can made will evident from survey 
the various investigations completed date. Twenty- 
two investigations are listed the bibliography the 
end this article. 

The method conducting these investigations is,

general, the following. the basis intelligence tests 
marks combination these, the pupils are paired 
off two sections. One section taught the individual 
laboratory method while the other taught the lec- 
ture-demonstration method. The retention laboratory 
information tested immediately and again after cer- 
tain lapse time. One experimenter, Phillips, tested for 
memory the apparatus and materials used, 
the method conducting the exercise, and (c) the con- 
clusion. Cooprider, addition the retention tests, at- 
tempted find the relative efficiency oral and written 
instructions. Kiebler and Woody undertook ascertain 
which the two sections later showed more ability 
attack new problems. The investigations Wiley, Anibal, 
Carpenter, Horton, Knox, Nash Phillips, Pugh and 
Parr and Spencer were chemistry; Cooprider and John- 
son biology; Cunningham botany; Dyer, Kiebler, 
and Woody, Walter and Duel physics; and Riedel and 
Corbally general science. 

The study Carpenter deserves special mention, in- 
volving did classes from high schools 
states. The large populations, the validation the tests, 
and the employment modern methods for computing 
averages, distributions, and coefficients reliability, in- 
spire high degree confidence his research. 


Result Investigations 


All investigators agree that there marked saving 
time doing work the lecture-demonstration meth- 
od. Cooprider estimates about per cent. Cunning- 
ham his first investigation found that the average time 
for experiments the lecture-demonstration method was 
approximately minutes; the laboratory method, 
minutes. 

Anibal particular notes the saving expense. 
estimates that teach chemistry class thirty pu- 
pils the lecture-demonstration method costs only per 
cent much teach the laboratory method. 

Both Cunningham and Cooprider kept 
count the several elements each exercise. The latte’

the last question “what the experiment 
better known when the lecture-demonstration method 
used, and that there little difference the retention 
the purpose the experiment either the two meth- 
ods. After all, these items are much more important than 
the details technique and happenings. After considering 
this phase the comparison, Dr. Downing concludes: 
“Scientific experiments present conducted are often 
classed ‘busy work’ high school, interesting per- 
haps, but not instructive. What the experiments should 
show what they are really for little realized 
the pupil” (25).

Dr. Downing, under whom had the pleasure work- 
ing the University Chicago, and who personally 
directed several the foregoing investigations and stud- 
ied all them, summarizes his conclusions follows: 

yields better results than the laboratory method im- 
parting essential knowledge and more economical 
time and expense. This true for both bright and dull 
pupils and for all types experiments. 

“The lecture-demonstration method appears the 
better method for imparting skill laboratory technique 
its initial stages [therefore high school] and for de- 
veloping ability solve new problems. 

“Oral instructions are, general, more effective than 
written instructions lecture-demonstration 
effective laboratory work. 

the experiment proves’ the item which 
most pupils fail and evidently the point stressed 
teaching. 

science teaching need concentrate few 
fundamental and curtail the multiplicity 
details order that pupils may retain the instruction.

The Review Educational Research after cursory 
survey reports follows: 

“Although most, not all, these experiments are 
subject certain limitations, the consistency the find- 
ings probably justifies the conclusion that demonstration 
lectures skillful instructor are satisfactory substitutes 
for considerable portion the usual individual labora- 
tory exercises” (26). 

The best summary, which brings the discussion 
date, found the Journal Chemical Education, 
for May and the current month. Payne has this say: 

“With the present tendency appraise our educational 
practices scientific way, are beginning realize 
that have adopted costly system with background 
opinion only. Perhaps the system valuable for cap- 
able students who know they want become chemists.” 

Further says: “It seems reasonable conclude 
that our present extensive use the individual laboratory 
for beginners chemistry is, say the least, open 
question. imperative that proponents the method 
assume the defensive they are justify its continua- 
tion without change.” Finally: are forced the 
conclusion that the individual laboratory method not 
functioning, the present time, its proponents anti- 
cipated. This failure may due teacher weakness 
administering the method, adaptability the method 
the abilities our students, combination both 
these factors. May not possible that solution will 
found the European plan was represented this 
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country Indiana University? Should not the use 
laboratory for beginners chemistry the coveted 
privilege the competent student, rather than univer- 
sal requirement that once both distasteful and in- 
effective for the less-favored majority?” (27). 


Abuse the Laboratory 


Laboratory work has undoubtedly great educational 
value was shown excellent paper presented 
Mr. Paul Muehlmann, S.J., the Detroit Convention 
1910 (29). This value, however, confined, great 
extent, the colleges and technical schools. Teachers 
science high school, and educational writers general, 
have felt that there great waste time and money 
the laboratory method. Professor Thorndike comment- 
ing this situation remarks: 

“Like any reform education, the laboratory method 
has suffered the hands its friends, being used 
indiscriminately and being overused. not scientific 
spend two hours learning manipulation in- 
struments something which could learned two min- 
utes thought. Washing bottles, connecting electric 
wires, and putting away test tubes, though doubtless use- 
ful tasks connection with scientific housewifery, are 
not magical sources intellectual growth. Nor safe 
exercise scientific method. laboratory should teach 
facts important themselves. disastrous scientific 
habits the young for them find repeatedly that elab- 
orate experimental work brings the end some trivial 
meaningless results” (29). Dr. Woodhull further limits 
the laboratory work: pupils are 
sometimes taught ‘test’ and ‘verify,’ short, learn 
things ‘first hand’ when they have neither the capacity 
for nor ground upon which draw conclusions. 

“The laboratory best very artificial means 
supplying experiences upon which build scientific con- 
cepts. While useful and needful cannot take the 
place appeal life’s experiences and the phenomena 
nature. The charge that pupils may read about nature 
books and not recognize her out doors, quite 
applicable laboratory work. 

lecture the only means which may bring 
all the good things that feel moved introduce.” 

According Van Horne the demonstration method 
should used particularly the beginning the course, 
for dangerous and difficult experiments for such are too 
long for the ordinary period and for the inculcation 
principles (31). Even when the laboratory method 
used the cost the equipment may reduced consider- 
ably, taking the rotation system instead the even- 
front system, shown Duel investigation made 
his Minneapolis school (19). 

Elaborate equipment does not appear necessary 
for the acquisition the real scientific spirit. What did 
the great scientists old have work with? Take this 
description Wohler the workshop the great chem- 
ist Berzelius: 

“No water, gas, hoods, oven, were seen: 
couple plain tables, blowpipe, few shelves with 
bottles, little simple apparatus, and large water 
whereat Anna, the ancient cook the establishment, 
washed the laboratory dishes, completed the furnishings 
the room, famous throughout Europe for the work which 
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had been done it. the kitchen which adjoined, and 
where Anna cooked, was small furnace and sand bath 
for heating 

Professor Morrison indicates the place the labora- 
tory the scheme education: 

“The only justification for assigning laboratory exer- 
cise affirmative answer the question, ‘Will the 
exercise proposed make better assimilative material than 
demonstration which the teacher can present cer- 
tain series pages the assigned reading?’ 

the apparatus assigned elaborate that the 
pupil obliged learn difficult task manipulation, 
extremely unlikely that any particular assimilative 
value the unit itself will contributed. There 
seldom the secondary period, any possibility effec- 
tive assimilative use high-powered microscopes, elab- 
orate electrical equipment, sensitive balances, extended 
arrays reagent bottles, and the like. These for the most 
part, belong the period specialization” (32). 


Mistaken Standards 


With all these facts and conclusions hand, not, 
say the least, questionable procedure judge the ef- 
ficiency science instruction the laboratory equip- 
ment? Many colleges and universities still continue re- 
fuse accrediting high schools which not have ade- 
quate laboratory facilities; for entrance 
credit, science work that was not done the laboratory 
method. Such practice evidently not defensible 
science can taught effectively the lecture-demon- 
stration method the laboratory method. 

There some indication willingness the part 
the standardizing agencies reconsider their require- 
ments. Last year, Professor Downing succeeded getting 
permission from the North-Central Association prepare 
students for college with sharp reduction laboratory 
material. Even institutions higher learning there 
reaction against the laboratory method. Indiana Uni- 
versity outstanding this country prominent state 
university which, until recently, introduced its beginners 
chemistry lecture-demonstrations rather than in- 
dividual laboratory work. Recently some laboratory ex- 
ercises were required, but principally order satisfy 
prospective teachers who would later obliged use 
this method, and not because the authorities thought their 
former procedure fault. Princeton University has in- 
augurated general chemistry course dependent upon 
lecture-demonstration without individual laboratory. 

These schools, quote President Jessup once more, 
are “sufficiently powerful from the standpoint wealth, 
prestige, and personnel staff able undertake 
almost any kind experiment, but believe should 
seriously consider the fact that there much evidence 
indicate that should not only permit but encourage 
all schools, secondary and collegiate, normal and junior 
college, large and small, study their own problems with 
view toward ascertaining the effect upon students 
modified procedure irrespective our so-called engineer- 
ing standards” (2). 

Those you who have not gone for accrediting will 
know from this that your position not without its ad- 
vantages. You are free conduct your schools you see 
fit without investing expensive experiments which 
later generation will declare useless. The words Andrew 
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Hartman, although applicable mainly non-Catholic in- 
stitutions, serve warning also: “They [the 
Church colleges] have given their natural element 
greatest strength, religion, and taken the tax-supported 
institutions’ element greatest weakness, standardiza- 
tion” (33). 
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Editor’s Note. This paper, relating particularly to devotion to Mary, is 
suggestive both as to facts and to methods of dealing with them. It is also 
suggestive for dealing with other devotions, but, at least in devotion to 
Mary, can do, evidently, very great service promoting devotion the 
Mother God. 


ACH year, toward the end September, ask the

mentioned this fact them for wanted see any 
had continued the practice having the little altar 
Mary his room. Now let see some the brief re- 
marks. 

still have little altar and hope will always 
able have it. say evening prayers before that sta- 
tue every night. haven’t real altar. just have the 
statue Our Blessed Mother dresser, and when 
flowers are plentiful have some front the statue. 
Mother often puts some there for me, and more often 
changes them. say least one decade beads morn- 
ing and evening.” 

God bless that mother who thus continuing the work 
the good Sisters and Brothers the classroom! 

“The Blessed Virgin,” writes another, “has meant noth- 
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ing me. never say prayer (Think that for 
Catholic boy who has always gone Catholic schools! 
Whom you think would 

“The only thing ever do,” quoting another lad, 
“is say the ‘Three Hail Marys’ morning and night.” 
(Thirty-six out forty-four mentioned the fact that they 
always said the Three Hail Marys. That shows that one 
the practices taught them children meant something 
them. would interesting know how the teach- 
ers got that across.) 

“When leave seat receive Holy Com- 
munion every morning, pray the Blessed Virgin all 
the way the rail that she would help receive 
her Divine Son worthily, and then pray Him all the 
way back pew that may pure like His Mother, 
always.” think that quite remarkable thing for 
schoolboy! I’ve heard saintly old Religious doing that 
same thing. Perhaps was saintly Nun Brother who 
told him, and perhaps many others, that. so, she 
will have great reward! 

“Whenever tempted against holy purity pray 
especially the Blessed Virgin. She has always helped 
me, and have found that the only times have fallen 
into such sins were when neglected so.” (It well 
that has discovered that fact. point which can 
stressed when discussing the subject devotion Our 
Lady.) 

always wear the scapular medal, which her 
honor, but don’t know very much about the scapular. 
wish you would explain it, should say them, for have 
heard that there are more than one kind scapular. say 
few Hail Marys morning and night, and along with 
Mother May and October devotions. wish could 
say that have always wanted go!” (There’s human 
nature for you! But perhaps some good teacher respon- 
sible for the fact that Mother wants go, and wants 
Johnny along with her! 

“T’m not writing the subject you asked to, but 
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wish you would explain what means have real 
devotion Mary. have always gone the public 
schools, and never had chance. course, should 
know anyhow, for parents are Catholic.” (Alas, there 
are many Catholic parents, from what can learn from 
boys, who are only Catholic name. soon you 
talk the boys about their religion, you find out 
reasons for the “Catholic leakage” long discussed 
The Commonweal pastors and others.) 


Teach Meditation 


usually October devotions, but don’t like 
because the rosary lasts too long. Then, too, get tired 
saying the same thing over and over again. It’s too hard 
keep from distractions. sometimes play over the. football 
game lost the afternoon, while the rosary being 
said.” (For the sake this lad, and possibly more like 
him, the teacher should explain distractions; and this 
the time explain prayer. Remember, prayer the rais- 
ing the mind and the heart God. Teach the class how 
meditate the mysteries the rosary. After all, 
necessary meditate them gain some the indul- 
gences attached the recitation the beads.

find good practice say decade the beads 
with the students immediately after have explained one 
the mysteries and have each boy remember which 
one the Hail Marys had already completed his little 
meditation. has never occurred that any student had 
quite completed his, and all agreed that was the shortest 
decade they ever said. Some thought said the 
whole ten Hail Marys. With practice, which should 
given the class from time time each one the mys- 
teries the rosary, the saying the beads becomes real 
prayer, fulfilling both obligations for prayer: and be- 
comes delight say the rosary.) 

continue the students’ remarks: “It seems 
there should some books written about devotion our 
Blessed Lady written can understand them. have 
never heard them. have heard sermons preached 
this subject, but they didn’t take with me; don’t exactly 
know why. would like know some pious practices, 
and wouldn’t mind reading about them. know you will 
help this. come see you.” (He did. en- 
joyed reading DeMontfort’s True Devotion the Blessed 
Virgin. This can procured from The Immaculate Con- 
ception Press, Box Notre Dame, Indiana, for cents, 
postpaid.

(No, didn’t need bawling out all; nor did 
get it. accidentally found out later that always 
wore the scapular, that said short prayer the 
Blessed Virgin when making his daily visit the Blessed 
Sacrament, that recited the every day, and 
admitted his quotation given above that goes 
Holy Communion every day. was simply one the 
many wonderful lads meet every day our work, but 
wanted become better. was humble and thought 
was quite wanting piety.) 


Mary’s Place 


There were many other interesting remarks upon this 
subject, but have not space for them. must consider 
some the pious practices honor our Blessed 
Mother that should part every real Catholic’s life; 
part everyone who really living his religion. Recall 
here what have built the former paper, and build 
upon that. 

First all, the teacher should recall the students’ 
minds the position the Blessed Virgin holds God’s plan. 
important stress that the beginning. get 
used taking things for granted. have found out that 
the thing which seems strike the boys this connection 
the fact that God for ages was looking forward Mary 
and waiting for her, His creature, give her consent 
become His mother!

The Scapular 


When the teacher feels that his students have become 
alive once more the loveliness and grandeur our 
Blessed Mother they will naturally want things 
please her. The easiest these wear her scapular. 
find that boys often wear medal and think scap- 
ular medal. necessary inform them that they must 
enrolled the scapular first, and that this enrollment 
must made priest who gives them, not medal. 
but the cloth scapular, and that only after one has 
been enrolled with the cloth scapular that may have 
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medal blessed and wear that instead the cloth scapular. 
And one who has been enrolled the five-fold scapular 
may have one medal blessed for alf five scapulars. 

regard the scapular medal itself, one must remem- 
ber that only medal with the representation the 
Blessed Virgin one side, and the Sacred Heart 
Jesus the other really scapular medal. Another im- 
portant thing explain that when the cloth scapular 
destroyed lost, one may buy new one and wear 
without being blessed; but should one lose his scapular 
medal and have buy new one, that, and every suc- 
ceeding new one, must blessed. have found many 
third class wearing medals which were not 
really scapular medals though the boys thought they 
were; and greater number wearing unblessed scap- 
ular medal. 

The teacher should look the history the scapular 
and explain the class. might also explain the use 
the Five Scapulars. found just few who had been 
enrolled them and were wearing them. 


The 


The next thing encourage the boys carry, and 
say the rosary. Today, dealers religious articles have 
many different styles rosaries, and cases for them. 
find the boys take the black beads best, and the 
small black leather case carry them in. There 
advantage carrying the rosary the case, for then 
becomes quite impossible get the beads mixed with 
other things, and pull them out with the handkerchief. 
These cases can obtained for very small sum, and 
the teacher would take the orders from the boys who want 
them, much better price could obtained. The teacher 
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must willing put himself little trouble. 

this time the teacher should explain the indulgences 
attached the rosary the various blessings. The stu- 
dent will then able find out, possibly, which indul- 
gences has attached his beads, and which ones 
can still have attached. may sound very utilitarian, but 
there reason why one shouldn’t want all that can 
get things spiritual. Priests who come the parishes 
give missions retreats, are usually empowered give 
all the blessings possible. one doubt the bless- 
ings attached his rosary, there would harm 
having blessed again one who has complete faculties. 

spoke the necessity meditating during the recita- 
tion the beads, and gave example the first 
the Sorrowful Mysteries. Let say here that think 
very advisable for teacher through all the mys- 
teries with the students that way the idea the ex- 
ercise will stamp itself deeply their minds. Sometimes 
written duty done class and handed with- 
out signature, have the boys write out little medita- 
tion each one the mysteries; but more than five 
time. doing this the teacher can tell whether not 
his students have grasped the idea. You will surprised 
some the meditations. 

October will very fruitful month the teacher has 
succeeded getting all his boys wear the scapular 
scapular medal; and getting them accustomed 
meditating the mysteries the rosary. With these two 
devotions honor our Blessed Mother becoming real 
part their daily lives, they will well their way to- 
ward true devotion the Mother God. During the 
month May explain other pious practices her 
honor, and may have the chance tell you about them.

let understood that sifting fictitious material from 
the historical facts the case can sense con- 
strued lack respect for the devotion the Rosary 
practiced Catholics. the contrary, here the 
outset the discussion let declared that the Rosary 
the Blessed Virgin deserves held among Catholic 
educators the highest possible esteem for the reason 
that combines lovely manner such number 
striking excellences, such its being composed prayers 
sublime authorship, its linking with vocal prayer medi- 
tation the highest mysteries our Faith, its carrying 
magnificent store indulgences, and its having 
proved through centuries its power touching the heart 
the Queen-Mother heaven grant the petitions 
her children their sorry exile here earth. 

Without any appearance disparaging the devotion 
the Rosary, then, can maintained that the Rosary 
Catholics now have not the result definite rev- 
elation made St. Dominic, but rather slow and 
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splendid evolution from devout practices carried 
the Church for long centuries. 


Legend St. Dominic 


few moments’ study the legend involving St. Dom- 
inic brings significant disclosures. The version the leg- 
end used among Catholics today only partial one, and 
many the details the original story Alan Rupe, 
the legend maker, have not been passed down the pres- 
ent, and fortunately so, for some particulars would 
seem modern clients Mary rather incongruous and 
distasteful. its barest outlines, the story that St. 
Dominic, disheartened the lack success his efforts 
convert the Albigensian heretics Southern France, 
knelt one day prayer, Our Lady appeared him and 
gave him Rosary with instructions the manner its 
recitation and assurances that, preaching this devo- 
tion, would bring about the surrender the heretics; 
and that result his following these orders the Al- 
bigenses were won back the Church. 

That the story this apparition unhistorical the 
opinion seasoned scholars history and hagiography, 
whom two whose writings are accessible English may 
mentioned. One these the Right Reverend Mon- 
signor Holweck, D.D., his death 1927 vicar- 
general the archdiocese St. Louis, Missouri; the 
results his long research are embodied his volume, 
Biographical Dictionary the Saints (St. Louis: Her- 
der, 1924), and also two Latin works the feasts 
God and the Mother God. The other scholar the 
Reverend Herbert Thurston, S.J., who pres- 
ent the monumental work preparing revision 
Alban Butler’s Lives the Saints, and has already pub- 
lished the first three volumes the series; that is, those 
containing the biographies the saints commemorated 
the first three months the year (New York: Kenedy, 
Father Thurston writer the article, 
“The Rosary the Western Church” the Catholic 
Encyclopedia (Volume and that discussion 
declares his reasons for rejecting the legend the ap- 
parition. 

Obstacles the acceptance the legend are numer- 
ous, and those set down here several are dis- 
cussed Father Thurston his contribution the 
Catholic Encyclopedia. St. Dominic, may remem- 
bered, was born 1170 and died 1221. the eight 
nine early biographies the saint, not one makes the 
least reference any connection between St. Dominic’s 
preaching and the forms the Rosary existed 
that time. Furthermore, the witnesses the cause his 
canonization make such reference, nor any 
found the early constitutions the various provinces 
the Order, nor any the devotional treatises, ser- 
mons, chronicles, and other documents still preserved that 
have come from the pens Dominican friars between 
1220 and 1450. Moreover, the Rosary ignored entirely 
the paintings and sculptures those centuries, works 
which include the tomb St. Dominic Bologna and 
the renowned frescoes Fra Angelico representing his 
brother Dominicans. 

The Bollandists, Jesuit scholars who specialize re- 
search the literature concerning the saints, have traced 
the rise the legend Dominican preaching about the 
year 1470, two centuries and half after St. Dominic’s 
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death. This friar, whose name variously spelled accord- 
ing the form used that the Latin the ver- 
nacular languages his day, Alan Rupe, earnest 
and pious man, who, however, allowed himself 
guided unreliable revelations. Even obvious details 
his legend not conform historical truth, as, for in- 
stance, the item that St. Dominic’s preaching the Rosa- 
brought end the Albigensian heresy; the Coun- 
cil Albi 1254, years after the death St. Dom- 
inic, was held for the final repression that heresy, 
which, however, did not die out until almost the close 
the fourteenth century. 

What Alan Rupe did contribute positive value 
the cause the Rosary aid the organization 
the Rosary Confraternities which flourished the end 
the fifteenth century under the Dominicans Cologne, 
Douai, and other places, and which led the acceptance 
more uniform system the recitation the Rosary. 


Development the Rosary 


The history the gradual development the Rosary 
noble and inspiring one which can more than 
roughly sketched here. One the brightest glories the 
Rosary that miniature psalter. Catholics these 
modern times can with difficulty form adequate con- 
ception the popularity the psalms during the ages 
the Faith. The Book Psalms was the prayer book the 
Church, spirit and practice, and was employed daily 
not only the clergy but also devout laymen and 
women. Enthusiasm for the Psalms was high that many 
Catholics all walks life made tremendous efforts 
learn memory the entire course 150 Psalms, and 
was not unusual for them the length retiring from 
their ordinary pursuits for months time order 
commit the Psalms memory. One their objects 
doing was that they might free the necessity re- 
sorting book, for books, copied hand they were, 
were relatively rare and expensive. But another object 
with them, and with many them the primary one 
and here their piety revelation even the devout 
our time was that they might have such command 
the Psalms that they could recite them and ponder over 
them their periods leisure, especially when their 
travels and pilgrimages, things accomplished slowly 
those days. 

For persons who for some reason were prevented from 
reading learning the Psalms, the practice saying 150 
Pater Nosters came naturally and gradually recog- 
nized substitute for the recitation the 150 Psalms 
the psalter. Among religious, this substitution was often 
made, especially the case the suffrages offered for 
their deceased brethren; for the repose the souls these 
religious there was frequently enjoined addition the 
obligations connected with the Holy Sacrifice the Mass 
the private recitation the Psalter some part it, 
and lay brethren, among them the lay members the 
military orders, were required offer stipulated num- 
ber times some simple form prayer, usually the Pater 
Noster. 

for the use mechanical apparatus for counting 
prayers, had been known the earliest ages both the 
Western and Eastern Churches, and goes back religions 
that antedate Christianity. Among the devices thus em- 
ployed were cords with definite number knots 
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them, pebbles gathered and then thrown away each 
prayer was said, and finally pebbles, berries, disks bone, 
and even precious stones threaded ‘on cord. When the 
custom repeating Pater Nosters became widespread 
the Church, this last type device came into very 
general use, and such strings beads were known 
and their manufacturers, called the 
ternosterers,” everywhere Europe constituted recog- 
nized craft guild, which Paternoster Row London 
preserves the memory. 

This Rosary Pater Nosters goes back the eleventh 
century, and perhaps somewhat further. The Hail Mary 
had not that time been used part the Rosary; 
fact, the next step the development the Rosary was 
the combining repeated Hail Marys into independ- 
ent miniature psalter, process that did not commence 
until century later. The Hail Mary prayer 
did not come into use much before the middle the 
twelfth century, and for considerable time only those 
words which constitute the first part the Hail Mary 
know it, were recited, and the formula was em- 
ployed only salutation. 


Salutes Mary 


its character salutation the Hail Mary quite nat- 
urally showed tendency repeated many times 
succession, fact the modern young student can appre- 
ciate when recalls the firing salutes honor the 
arrival noted personage and the organized cheering 
done school games acknowledgment skill dis- 
played players teams.

Without doubt, during the two centuries im- 
mediately after his death not one Rosary prevailed, but 
thousands Rosaries were use. Furthermore, the next 
development the matter brought about still greater 
lack uniformity, for the latter half the fifteenth 
century, there was introduced into the practice the 
Rosary the element meditation which time went 
was variously adapted various cases. The Carthusians 
deserve the credit for this enrichment the Rosary, for 
one their number, Dominic the Prussian, who died 
1461, added the Psalter Mary, the Rosary was 
called, meditations the life Christ and His Holy 
Mother. The Carthusian’s method, may said pass- 
ing, was join the words, fructus ventris tui, Jesus, 
sentence call mind the mystery, such quem 
Angelo nuntiante Sancto Spiritu concepisti, and quo 
concepto, montana Elizabeth The meditation 
after time, however, proved unifying principle, 
such wise that after century more the mysteries 
Catholics today know them came agreed upon. 

This latter half the fifteenth century, the half cen- 
tury which young students will connect with the life and 
voyages Christopher Columbus, was important one 
for Mary’s Psalter.

the development Mary’s Psalter connected with the 
activities the great religious orders the Church that 
Catholics may declare almost literally figuratively 
that, through the religious orders, Mary has slowly un- 
folded her children this simple yet exalted scheme 
prayer that the Rosary.

ARTICLE IMPORTANCE PLANNING 
“this-today-and-that-tomorrow” method has 


always been more less popular among art teach- 

ers. Excuses offered attempt justify this 
faulty procedure have been numerous but every case 
flimsy. Chief among them the contention that interest 
lags after few lessons the same phase. This pretext, 
for such is, suggests two things, one which may 
true; the other positively not: weak teaching and sub- 
ject which has power provoke and sustain interest 
those who follow it. 

There denying, course, that weak teaching may 
and does exist but this the fault the person who fails 
teacher and not that the subject she working 
with. For this condition there often remedy. there

any possibility improvement, organization what- 
ever she teach will help the failing one get upon 
her feet. This same organization will have its effect upon 
pupils, too, and help sustain and carry along their in- 
terest. becomes, therefore, the duty all who teach de- 
sign see that material taught well planned ac- 
cording some sane, reasonable scheme, that the se- 
quence steps employed may effectively bring pupils 
working and appreciative knowledge that subject. 
One the most detrimental practices carried 
schools where projects and correlation run riot the con- 
tinual breaking the sequence the teaching de-

sign those who are asking for decorations for book 
covers, posters, and motley collection other things. 
The result this rift the logical development 
line thought, and forcing the art teacher into such 
method was mentioned the beginning. This prac- 
tice should discouraged. 


Planning the Course 


The plan teaching art should come from within the 
department and should not subject interference 
unreasonable and unknowing people the outside. The 
wise art teacher will choose plan which has promise 
development for her classes and stick it. Only 
such way will she bring her subject the place where 
cannot classed unessential when distressing fi- 
nancial conditions come upon the schools; this way, 
only, will she make art prove its worth educational 
factor. 

The measure the success art department 
often determined the pile painted trays, “glorified 
pickle bottles,” oilcloth door stops, etc., that turned 
out. These things are worth while back them there 
has been development how think and how do. 
These results are certainly material not always mental. 
English never judged jumble gaudy poems, 
shrieking essays, and the like; judged the ability 
those who study the subject use the English language 
creditable manner. Why should not the teaching 
art judged the ability those whom taught, 
use art practice? 

One might think many times that new problem art 
must entirely stranger all that has gone before, 
little recognition given the past. This surely 
mistake. The earlier things have been taught only that 
they may help things that are follow. One’s 
starting point educational activities almost invar- 
iably the past. 

The exercises the last article, properly developed, 
have left the student with fair knowledge the broader 
meaning variety and some the facts and principles 
which govern its use design. Most what was done

smaller spaces through the use masses differing di- 
mensions. attempt was made into much detail. 


Simplicity Essential 

wise designer, when starts out further enrich 
piece work, takes stock what already has that 
piece. first does not think about what might add, 
because fears excess parts. Instead, examines 
what already exists and figures out what changes might 
make therein, which will help bring about the desired en- 
richment. this way only can complexity, which leads 
confusion, avoided; only through this process can 
simplicity retained. 

these modifications, whatever they may be, the first 
principles must back to. matter how large 
small the space work with may be, the same rules 
apply. flower form divided into six petals identical 
size and shape not nearly desirable one which 
composed two groups three each, arranged some 
symmetrical form. One six petals not pleasing 
one with five; smaller petals exactly one half the size 
larger ones are objectionable. Thus may almost 
indefinitely. 

Variation larger scale leads the way variation 
smaller dimensions and spaces. When advance into 
the enriching some the schemes offered last 
month’s article, must sure carry over the prin- 
ciples which were presented there. 


Problems and Illustrations 


The illustrations used the preceding article show 
how simple, unmodified spaces might used com- 
bination intrigue the eye. One can see easily, without 
any prolonged observation, that short time these 
plans will lose their appeal because naturally they are 
limited variety, that powerful force which has much 
with making design. Since this true should 
our business see what enrichment may effected 
that the lasting quality the attraction may in- 
creased. shall not, however, beyond the plans al- 
ready devised for our general scheme. 

Let begin with the largest member the group 
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found Figure Article (p. 275, September, 
This nothing more nor 
less than rectangle narrow width. (This figure should 
not judged its proportions. merely one part 
several which eventually may belong design ar- 
rangement.) What can enrich this, other words 
make more attractive the eye? There are two 
main modifications which may made. One these 
may affect the boundaries; the other, the surface. 
quite obvious that either one these both may 
used. 

Figure this article, shows how changes may 
made the boundaries. Notice the variety these modi- 
fications. they conform rules laid down earlier 
this work? eye, almost totally unexperienced, can 
once see the increase the power hold the observer’s 
attention, which the modifications give those which have 
been changed, The general form the first has not been 
altered; the basis remains the same. 

Notice how lively the plan unrelieved dark and light 
spaces becomes when the two values are intermingled; 
that is, when each made more varied the addition 
the other (Figure one were choose between 
these decorations and those presented Article which 
might serve basis for these arrangements, surely 
would select these closer hand being the more at- 
tractive. 

will well for the student observe how slight the 
change that brings about this added attractiveness 
also, make note the fact that this attractiveness 
came from modification what already existed and not 
from new additions. the continuous adding 
piling that brings confusion and trouble.

The 
monotony the continuous dark space relieved and 
the eye travels along has change scenery 
succession contrasts, light and dark. the succes- 
sion that increases the power the decoration hold 
the eye the observer.

this type decoration finished with confining lines. 
The first member this group has combination 
boundary and surface modifications. 

The underlying plan for Figure lifted bodily from 
Article and the theory presented this article applied 
it. additions have been made; nothing from outside 
the original plan has been brought in. There was need 
for any process this kind results indicate. Emphasize 
this fact with students. means much. 

Can you see the relationship plan between the fin- 
ished design Figure and circular design used 
Article The similarity quite noticeable. Merely 
shifting dark and light, and forming the two values 
into different shapes brought about the added variety. 
this increase variety that makes the eye linger longer 
with it. 

students who through the work outlined this 
second article learn one principle and gain some develop- 
ment habit which related that principle that 
making what already exists grow into something more 
varied and more attractive without additions from the 
outside they have gone far their quest for knowl- 
edge design. They, with the acquisition this habit, 
shall have established insurance against confusion and 
conglomeration; fact, they shall have chosen way 
producing variety and enrichment, tempered with sim- 
plicity. 

Next month’s article will show how use skill 
and knowledge accumulated from experiences suggested 
previous articles surface decorations.

are certainly age educational experimen- 
tation. Almost every conceivable way organizing the 
curriculum has been suggested the college level. 
The sciences have been made the center orientation 
the student the modern world. The social sciences 
are proposed Finney the new humanities and the 
most comprehensive principle organization the

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curriculum. Language and literature have the past 
been the essence the curriculum. have talked 
much all educational levels about the central posi- 
tion religion education. While our Catholic col- 
leges have not been given much experimentation, 
there one experiment that some least the larger 
colleges might very well undertake, and that set 
aside one two hundred their students try or- 
ganization the college curriculum which religion 
was really central. should not make the mistake 
that they have made other college experiments 
plunging without real study the conditions 
the experiment, its objectives, and the utilization 
whatever experience available. There reason 
why the educational expert should not utilized 
advance the outlining this program. What 
prompts the foregoing statement very definite 
proposal made Mr. Charles O’Hara, manu- 
script paper. proposes: 


Orientation and unification may brought closer to- 
gether drawing the work orientation about cen- 
tral subject-matter core. This core should be, not some 
“social social sciences group, nor the 
natural sciences, nor nor the biolog- 
ical sciences nor the humanities. The core should and 
could easily drawn from the same source whence 
drawn the fundamental values which serve the nucleus 
character development, from the true position man 
the universe. The core the orientation work the 
lower level should rest the all-embracing, universal, 
and religious truths the existence God, the depend- 
ence for existence all other beings Him, man’s place 
the order dependence, the Fall, Redemption, Hell, 
Heaven, the Church the body those who walk the 
path the Sacraments. Out these truths 
shines the nuclear ideal upon which man should model 
his character, Christ, the Man-God. The desire imitate 
this Ideal should the nuclear value upon which all 
other character-determining values are built. Out the 
same truths come all the other permanent character-de- 
termining values. Thus, the lower level orientation has 
religious core, the developing character can proceed 
most easily. 

Again, the taking religious truth for the core the 
subject matter the lower level provides the most gen- 
eral unifying principle that available. all truth, 
all subject matter can shown have its inception 
God. The connection between method,” 
tical sociology,” and all the other divergences the pres- 
ent course, and the truths religion can easily dem- 
onstrated, and such practical elements the subject 
matter would gain strength from the connection. 

short, religious truth can taken excellent 
orientation nucleus for the entire work the lower level. 
Furthermore, since the more unifying the orientation 
principle, the easier the work unification the end 
the level becomes, religious truth the orienting 
principle will most advantageous from the viewpoint 
final unification. 

should noted that the above proposal poles 
apart from the present method generally followed 
standard Catholic colleges appending the ordinary 
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curriculum found non-Catholic colleges one- two- 
credit-hour course per semester. this case, formal reli- 
gious teaching can occupy but small place the curric- 
ulum. the plan outlined above, becomes truly the 
center all the work the level. 

The difficulty introducing such plan should not 
minimized. would involve radical changing the 
syllabi all courses given, and all textbooks used, 
bring about the thorough organization the material 
each course about the religious nucleus. More difficult 
than this, would involve the radical change the con- 
cepts each individual professor. 

This proposal will worked out more detail 
number people who are interested it, but others 
all over the country should consider and then there 
might very well some kind clearing house for 
the utilization the experience available for such 
significant experiment for Catholic education. There 
doubt either that the North Central Association 
with its record authorizing educational experiments, 
for the experiment made the Middle West, 
would approve such proposal without any danger 
the standing the institution within the organiza- 
tion. seems most probable that with the num- 
ber religious colleges that are not Catholic the 
Association, such experiment would looked for- 
ward with very great interest and hope. 

almost needless say that such unification 
the work education could carried both 
the elementary- and high-school levels without any 
danger whatever the achievement these students 
geometry, mathematics, literature, algebra, French, 
German, biology. 


Catholic High Schools Gain Seven 


Per Cent Two Years 


total 241,869 pupils attended Catholic high schools 
the United States during the scholastic year 1930, accord- 
ing study recently completed the Department Edu- 
cation the N.C.W.C. The total enrollment represents gain 
16,024 pupils, 7.1 per cent, over the total enrollment 
Catholic high schools this country 1928, when there 
were 225,845 pupils attendance. 

During 1930 there were operation 2,123 Catholic high, 
secondary, schools, the survey showed. This was approxi- 
mately the same 1928, when 2,129 Catholic high schools 
were recorded. This slight decrease the number high 
schools between 1928 and 1930 was due, was stated, 
consolidations. 

The teachers these high schools increased numbers 
from 13,489 1928 14,307 1930. This represents 
increase 818 teachers, 6.1 per cent. Religious teachers 
high schools increased 671 number, 5.8 per cent, 
while lay teachers increased 147 number, 7.6 per cent. 

the total number pupils high schools, 102,094 were 
boys, and 135,120 were girls, while total 4,655 pupils 
were not classified. 

The Archdiocese Chicago reported the largest total 
enrollment any See, namely 18,083 pupils. The Archdiocese 
Philadelphia reported the largest number high schools, 
namely with total enrollment 12,806.

Religious Vacation School the South 


Vacation Schools 1932 
Edgar Schmiedeler, O.S.B., Ph.D. 


ever-increasing interest Catholic Action contin- 
ues find effective expression the promotion 
religious vacation schools. This highly impor- 
tant work the apostolate has now reached into practi- 
cally every corner the country, and even beyond, and 
admittedly most effectual agency for useful and fruit- 
ful Catholic activity. The religious vacation school has 
shown its adaptability practically all conditions. En- 
couraged the members the hierarchy and zealously 
promoted pastors and religious and lay teachers, 
well host lay organizations, the movement 
yearly meeting with increasing success. Returns the 
Rural Life Bureau, N.C.W.C., date fully justify the 
prediction made the beginning the vacation-school 
season that there would upwards 1,500 schools and 
attendance over 100,000 children. 

Our purpose this article not give complete 
report the work but point out number the main 
lines development, particularly during the present 
summer. 


the Far West 


Undoubtedly the most rapid growth the vacation 
schools this year has been the Far West; that is, the 
Mountain and Pacific States. There particular need for 
these schools this territory because parish schools are 
still scarce there. The Diocese Los Angeles and San 
Diego has always led the entire country the number 
vacation schools conducted. Already last year there were 
172 schools this diocese. Complete returns are not 
hand yet for this summer, but the report for San Diego 
County alone shows very definite increase. The Confra- 
ternity Christian Doctrine there reports that with the 


closing the summer vacation schools total 1,829 
public-school children Catholic parentage were at- 
tendance centers and near the city San Diego, 
and that with centers outlying districts still unre- 
ported expected that the number attendance this 
year will exceed last year’s record 1,000. 

The Archdiocese San Francisco reports centers 
with total attendance almost 4,000 children. These 
schools were under the supervision seminarians 
St. Patrick’s Seminary, Sisters the Holy Family, and 
lay teachers. 

The Archdiocese Portland, Oregon, which the 
first vacation school under Catholic auspices was held 
1921, conducted vacation school every parish this 
summer which there parochial school. The Dio- 
cese Great Falls inaugurated diocesan-wide vacation- 
school program last year, establishing slightly more than 
100 schools. This year the number was brought 130 
with over 6,000 children enrolled. the Diocese 
Helena, schools reaching between 4,000 and 5,000 
children were inaugurated this year. The Diocese Spo- 
kane reported schools with approximately 2,500 chil- 
dren attendance; the Diocese Salt Lake, schools 
with about 1,000 pupils. Complete reports for Seattle are 
not yet hand. 

The youthful Diocese Reno also organized vacation- 
school work diocesan scale this summer. The Nevada 
edition The Register points out that nearly every 
case the closing week the school was marked the 
baptism from five ten children who were brought into 
contact with the Church for the first time. His Excellency. 
the Most Reverend Thomas Gorman, declared the 
close the vacation-school period that: “There can 
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longer any doubt about the need for the vacation- 
school program nor about the good effects obtained 


result this first effort. The transformation the chil- 


dren the various schools evident convince 
even the most skeptical. Now that influence that has 
been long lacking and badly needed has been vouchsafed 
the persons the Dominican Sisters and the semi- 
narians, hoped that the clergy and the people 
Nevada will continue respond splendidly they did 
this summer.” The schools the Reno Diocese were 
charge Dominican Sisters San Rafael, Cali- 
fornia, seminarians St. Patrick’s Seminary, Menlo 
Park, and one trained lay teacher. almost every case 
these teachers were assisted local women. There was 
enrollment 1,130 children. school planned for every 
parish the diocese next year. 

Vacation schools were also held other Mountain 
States Colorado, yoming, Arizona, and New Mexico. 

The great need for organizing religious instruction 
least parts this territory apparent from the following 
note penned his vacation-school report pastor: 
“There were about 175 children our school, though less 
than 100 attended regularly. had First Com- 
munions. Some these First Communicants were old 
four children ranging between and years, parents 
whom are indifferent Catholics. have this parish 
about 2,500 souls who should Catholics but only about 
300 Church. Naturally; our work times very 
discouraging. only could have Sisters here, believe 
things would soon very different.” 

the Mid-Western States where considerable num- 
ber dioceses have had vacation schools for six seven 
years more, least the same substantial progress has 
been registered this year the past. The Archdiocese 
Dubuque, the first organize vacation schools 
diocesan basis, reports about schools with attend- 
ance 4,000 children. The Diocese Omaha reports 
schools, with 2,500 children attendance; Belleville 
schools with 1,000 children. The three dioceses the

This institute was 
conducted the diocesan school board, the instructors 
being furnished the Cleveland board education and 
the recreation departments the city. These seminarians 
turn conducted institutes for the lay instructors each 
deanery the diocese. Six convent academies held courses 
recreation, handcraft, and religion. All the institutions 
higher learning codperated some way the work. 
The courses given the instructors were free and the teach- 
ers turn served voluntary basis. After visiting all 
the schools, Dr. Hagan reported most enthusiastic ac- 
ceptance the whole idea and stated that the religious 
vacation school would remain permanent feature the 
Cleveland diocesan school system. 

The splendid work initiated last year the city 
Chicago was continued again this year and even enlarged 
upon. The vacation schools there are promoted the 
Catholic Youth Organization. Church showing her

basic student’s study difficulties. His general health, 
sleep, exercise, food, some physical defect, faulty 
eyesight, hearing, teeth, tonsils, etc., may the bottom 
his trouble. such case would futile deal 
with symptoms and attempt remedy without remov- 
ing least ameliorating the real underlying causes.

that multitude minute directions will clog the 
mental apparatus, will build attitude toward study 
something unnatural, intricate, highly complex, and 
thus will make effective study almost impossible. 

plan like the one outlined this paper may have 
tain values, but these will probably merely transitory 
unless the method supplemented with other influences. 
And, perhaps, the strongest influence for improving the 
study habits students one which they are least 
conscious this particular aim. That influence is, think, 
the teacher. the teacher has effective habits study 
she likely make use assignments, questions, prob- 
lems, tests, and exercises throughout the course which de- 
mand from the students much hard, constant work, and 
that the most efficient type. doing the work re- 
quired, the students will learn bear responsibility. And 
the teacher has genuinely friendly disposition, she 
square her dealings with her students, and demands 
only what reasonable, but insists that the demands are 
met, the conditions for developing effective study habits 
are ideal:

New Books Value Teachers 


Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia 

Guy Ford, Editor-in-Chief. Prepared with the assist- 
ance 176 associate editors. Fifteen volumes. Published 

Because the growing need for supplementary material, 
resulting from the expansion interests the school, the 
encyclopedia has assumed most important place the 
school library. From other source can much information 
gained such handy form. Authenticity and conciseness 
have come the accepted marks encyclopedia informa- 
tion, and when these characteristics are coupled with interest, 
then the information has true educational value. 

The editors this 15-volume encyclopedia have envisaged 
its usefulness the home, the school, and the library. This 
aim has directed the preparation each article, and the selec- 
tion each illustration, map, and chart. Information and in- 
terest are, small sense, characteristic the whole work. 
The articles have been worked out authorities their 
respective fields. Full information given all subjects, but 
involved formulas, and nonessential and puzzling details are 
omitted. 

Perhaps the most striking element the work its interest. 
Prepared catch the fancy school children, the work 
youthful its enthusiasm without being all childish. The 
language simple but care has been taken not insult the 
intelligence the reader “writing down” him. Despite 
this simplicity, perhaps because it, air authority 
pervades the work without the least suggestion pedantry. 
The illustrations, too, which are very fine, have wide interest, 
ranging from the purely artistic and illustrative the scientific 
and useful. 

There are several special features which are considerable 
instructional value. the beginning each volume there 
list interest questions with the page which the answer 
can found the volume. the rear found fact in- 
dex index each item found the volume, the place 
where and pertinent data may found, together with the 
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pronunciation the title, and very brief explanation it. 
not the least interest the short sketch regarding the 
origin the letter the alphabet each particular volume. 
With all our emphasis the simplicity this encyclopedia, 
must not supposed that the work for children only. 
contains all the information which grown-ups ordinarily will 
need from encyclopedia, and the inherent interest the 


work will attract them too. Teachers should take the work 


particularly for its conciseness, authority, and for the peda- 
gogical value its approach difficult subjects. Teachers 
the lower grades will find interesting the clever little nature 
stories and the fairy tales. 

must not thought either, that every article this set 
will appeal every reader. Precisely the element which gives 
interest, its enthusiasm, betrays the personal leanings 
some the authors. caption such Coolidge, 
Silent Man Action,” for instance, may carry humorous 
touch for those who interpret the gentleman’s silence their 
own way. One group, too, will resent the use the term 
“Roman when referring the Catholic Church. 
Others may regret the fact that the Queen Bess” and 
the “Bloody Mary” myths are perpetuated such work 
this.

Certainly every school must have encyclopedia, 
and every home should have one all possible. Per- 
haps another set may found that handles one the other 
field more acceptable manner than this one does. But 
general, for informative and interest value, especially for the 
young folks, this set will measure all requirements.

attacking new reading material pupils should re- 
quired get the meanings words from the context 
the reading matter rather than drilling columns 
new words which are unrelated. get Latin words 
this way must have reading that not too complicated.
